The 
(real and controlling purjswe with them was 
to defeat, if possible, the party which they had 
fought throughout their lives, whose principles 
they repudiated and whose practices they knew 
to be corrupt, unpatriotic, and destructive alike 
of good government and the prosperity of the 
country. Had they lielievcd that by support- 
ing the Republican nominations this end w ould 
have been more certainly achieved, such sup- 
port would have been most cheerfully given." 
Now, we confess at once that every man who 
ojienly supported Mr. Fillmore in 1856 for the 
reason here mentioned and no other may sup- 
port Mr. Lincoln now without inconsistency 
and with only the original and essential 
culpability that Mongs to Republicanism. 
Rut how many men openly supported Mr. 
Fillmore in 18.VI on this ground? How many 
supported him on this ground anyhow? The 
Press and Tribune says "the great majority" 
of his sup{>orters did so. Is this true? Is it 
not a monstrous exaggeration? If it isn't, then 
unquestionably a large number of the men 
whom wc have licen accustomed to regard and 
to represent as conservatives in the North arc 
among the profotmdest hypocrites on the face 
of the green earth; for these men as a body no- 
toriously waged the canvass in behalf of Mr. 
Fillmore against the Republican party on the 
avowed ground that the Republican party was 
purely sectional l>oth in its organization and its 
aims, and that its triumph would endanger not 
only the |«aee but the existence of the L'nion. 
This fact is. undeniable. We submit it con- 
fidently to the public mind of the North. We 
challenge its contradiction. Which, then, is 
the more probable, that our Chicago contem- 
porary is utterly and all but shamefully mis- 
taken, or that a -real section of the very Mower 
of the Northern people are dissemblers and hy- 
pocrites of the rankest dye? We leave the 
answer to the candor and good sense of our 
contemporary. 

The Press and Tribune is evidently the dupe 
o'a fallacy that reigns with singular absolutes 
nesd iu the Republican mind. "The great ma- 
jority of these meu," it says, speaking of the 
Fillmore men of 180t>, "wore influenced by no 
hostility to RcpuhlieHii principles Of the Repub- 
lican party. They had grown up in the faith 
of these principles— transmitted to them by 
their fathers and confirmed by their matured 
reason and patriotism." Here our Republican 
c «ntem|>orary we are very sure confounds mere 
personal repugnance to slavery as such, which 
is no doubt the common sentiment of the North, 
and of which no rational Southern man has 
ever complained, with active pnUtkal hostility 
to the institution as it exists under our svstem. 
This is a stu|>eudous fallacy, yet the whole Re- 
publican party seems to have fallen into it. It 
is this fallacy, particularly unworthy of men of 
cultivation aud discernment, that causes the 
Republicans or many of them to adhere ol»sti- 
natcly, in the face of the most decisive and unan- 
swerable refutation, to the false assumption (hat 
Mr. Clay was in favor of w ielding the govern- 
ment against the extension of slavery. Thev 
cannot understand, or w ill not understand, that 
it is one thing to cherish a moral aversion to 
slavery in the abstract, and altogether another 
thing not merely to wage positive warfare 
against slavery concreted in a noble political 
system, but to wage it in flagrant violation of 
the sense of justice and of constitutional right 
entertained by one-half of the members of that 
system, and consequently at the imminent peril 
of the existence of the system itself, the wisest, 
the freest, and the best the world has ever 
known. The men of the North who sup|*orted 
Mr. Fillmore in I80C, however, recognized this 
distinction, and acted upon it. They bore, we 
arc willing to admit, no greater love for slavery 
considered purely iu itself than the supporters of 
Fremont did, but comprehending, as every man 
not a raving fanatic docs comprehend, that In 
its national aspects slavery under our govern- 
ment is not to be considered purely in itself, 
and, furthermore, looking to its firm relations 
with the Constitution, and to its undoubted 
bearing on the welfare and the perpetuity of 
the Confederacy, they believed it to be their 
duty as citizens and as patriots to wage organ- 
ized public warfare not with the Republicans 
against slavery under our government, but 
a ;ainst the Republicans tor the tranquillity and 
safety of the common l'nion; and they did it. 
They were at the same time true to their own 
manhood and true to the Union and the Con- 
stitution. 

It certainly argues most culpable heedless- 
ness or infinite stupidity on the part of the Re- 
publicans to claim now by virtue of the simple 
individual dislike to slavery confessed bv North- 
ern men in general that these gallant Fillmore 
men of I80G were "influenced by no hostility to 
litpubtienn principles or the MtpmbBcan party,'* 
The pretension, if urged honestly, as it doubt- 
less is, implies a total and extremely discredit- 
able misconception of the whole Fillmore cam- 
paign iu the North, which, even more sharpb 
and squarely than the Fillmore campaign in 
the Bona , was fought on tin ham* of opposition 
to Plilftjiiifiiiiii. The following extract from 
the celebrated Albany sjiccch of Mr. Fillmore, 
will ret ail to every eumbataiit iu that glorious 
stnie the. watchword that thrilled along our 
Northern ranks:

local interests, ami it has always been done 
promptly and in a spirit of liberality. The 
Shelby road proposed to secure the city by a ! 
first mortgage on its property, entirely unin- j 
eumlK-red by any floating debt, but the muni- 
cijial ordinance submitting the question of the ; 
loan to the pnf Ul vote requires individual se- 1 
curity for the creation of a sinking fund in five 
years in addition to the mortgage. This would 
l>e right enough, perhaps, were the city seek- 
ing an investment forunnceded funds; but here 
is a young enterprise wanting encouragement, 
which will bring the ]>coplc of Shelby county 
and the rich products of its farms to our very- 
doors, ami when a larger sum has been sub- 
scribed by individuals than is asked from the 
city, the gentlemen composing the company 
might as well go out upon the streets and bor- 
row money on their own credit as to give an 
individual guaranty to the city. If there were 
any doubts as to the correctness of the estima- 
ted earnings of this road, we might commend 
the over caution of the ordinance; but the pas- 
senger and freight truffle, as calculated by Sam- 
uel Gill, E**q., the very coni|>eteiit and expe- 
rienced sujierintcudent of the Louisville and 
Frankfort Railroad, will earn a net annual 
amount of from $13,000 to ffft,000, and his 
estimates arc based upon the most reliable sta- 
tistics of travel ami tonnage between our city 
and Shelby ville, while the latter point has ■ 
rich extent, of country extending fifteen or 
twenty miles to its south and east, with seven 
turnpikes lending in every direction, through 
which to receive its supplies. These facts in- 
sure the payment of interest to the city ujton 
the bonds asked tor, and we can therefore sec 
no prudential reason, and certainly there is no 
financial necessity of asking the company to 
raise any guaranty beyond the first mortgage. 

T%t question involved in this matter is not 
one of dollars and cents; indeed the passage of 
an ordinance by the City Council is a mere for- 
mality and entirely inoperative until it i* sanc- 
tioned by the people. We txpeet, however, 
that the chosen guardians of our municipal 
pros|(crity will take enlarged and Hlicral views 
of all questions vital to that prosperity, and 
exercise proja-r sagacity iu protecting it from 
the schemes of rival cities and States to divert 
the trade of Kentucky into foreign and unnat- 
ural channels. We have already said that 
Cincinnati looks with a sagacious eye to a con- 
nection with central Kentucky at Danville, as 
a link with the Knoxville and Kentucky road, 
and if Louisville allows hersclt to 1»c defeated 
in the contest for this trade, she will deserve to 
have her tonnage rot at her levees and grass 
grow in her streets. We have an energetic but 
perfectly honorable rival in Cincinnati; her 
movements arc always eminently sagacious 
without the least exhibition of unfairness, and 
it is her quiet activity, her noiseless effort*, and 
her continued practical advances that lead us 
to fear her influence more than if they were 
noisy and blustering. Were she disposed to 
brag or ostentatiously parade her intentions, we 
might get our Kentucky friends "on their met- 
tle," and we then should hear no more of rival 
routes tending to divert our State produce from 
our State metropolis, or alienating the differ- 
ent sections of the Commonwealth. There 
are, therefore, reasons of prudential states- 
manship which underlie the question of this 
loan to the Shelby Railroad, and the Council 
in developing them and placing them lieforc 
the people for their concurrence and final rati- 
fication, assume no responsibility, lor their ac- 
tion is simply advisory, and it will become the 
legitimate ami pleasing duty of the press to let 
our tax payers understand the obligations they k 
assume in voting the use of their credit, or the ; 
responsibilities they undertake in rejecting it. 
at such times as an ordinance will go into ef- 
fect submitting the question to the ballot box. 
The one weak point, aud the only one in a 
system of railroad connections, which will 
make Louisville the true business center of the 
Slate, is to l»e found in this very direction ol

We had made a 
landing alauit ten minutes In-fore the wind came 
with full force. All the passengers escaped with- 
out any serious injury; oliicers and crew all safe, 
except Capt. I>a\i>, who had his shoulder disha'a- 
ted. It is now in place again. The porter was 
also injured. Then' were many of the passengers 
and crew who received bruises and cuts, but none 
hadly hurt. It was a miracle thai all escaped so 
well, us several were under the wreck. Several 
of the officers were in and around the "texas." 
When the cabin commenced moving, they found 
themselves going towards shore with the pieces. 
All landed safelv together. The storm was one of 
the most territic that has jwrhap- ever occurred in 
this region, tearing oil" the largest trees on shore, 
and abreast of the lioat carried piles of railing and 
rubbish two hundred yards from the boat.

The 1'ost-CHTice Deficiency bill was received 
from the House with non-concurrence in the Sen- 
ates amendment striking ont the proviso for the 
restoration of discontinued mail routes. 

Mr. Hunter asked for a committee of confer- 
ence. Agreed to. 

The lloumas laud grant was taken up. 
Mr. Bayard addressed the Senate in opposition. 
/louse.— Mr. Keynolds called up the Senate bill 
making provision for the return and support for a 
limited period nf the recaptured Africans. 
The committee

anan.

His aniniiite.1 and even Bert 
appeals in behalf of the Italian people and Italian 
liberty, and hin terrible denunciations of the 
Koiimi Catholic hierarchy, and especially of the 
.'esuits— all |M»rtray.-d in his masterly artistic elo- 
quence — can never lie forgotten by any one who 
heard hiin. 

Prom this country, Father Gavaz/.i returned to 
Kngland, where he had been residing after the 
downfall of his beloved "Koman Republic, "whose 
j: lor ions existence scarcely exceeded the period of 
live mouths, and then was terminated hv French 
arms. Gavazzi had marched with Garibaldi, as 
ho had marched with the Tope's "contingent" up 
to the valley of the I'o, to assist the Tiedmontese 
under 1 'harles Albert against the detested Au- 
trians. I)isu.tler followexl disaster, however, and 
Gava/zi was coin|«llcd to ijuit Italy, which fur 
uiabed no shelter whatever for r^pnblirittui t cleri- 
cal or laical. I!.* found in laiglaud, by the side 
of the British l.ion, that protect ion which hecould 
gain in no other country in F.urope. In Kngland 
he rem. lined, e.xeept for the months w hich he s|>cnt 
in his visit to these I'nited .States. 

From that visit lie returned to his British home, 
supporting himself mainly by his lecture* on It <ly, 
the 1 'ope, the Roman Catholic Church, and kin- 
dred subjects, which he ilelivercd in the chief 
idaces in Kngland, Scotland, and Ireland. When 
Louis Napoleon espoused the cause of Sardinia, 
ii nd the late war in Italv .-oininencetl, (ia\a//i 
began t" hope for the rMemptiou of his native 
land froiu the double desp.it i^m of the prime ami 
the priest under which it had so long been groan- 
ing. He desired to set out at unco for Sardinia, 
but the Sardinian Government hail no particular 
desire to see a rtpuhiican of such tidents, elo- 
quence, and antecedents rouie into the comtfV 
over which iLlmro sway. The dislike which they 
entertained towards him partook of the nature of 
thai w hich they had for Mazziui. Nor was thw 
very strange. They had liad difficulty enough in 
building up a good constitutional monarchy, even 
with -u. h a popular prince as Victor Kmanuel at 
. the head of it. 

Father Gavazzi, therefore, remained in Kngland. 
But when it was settled that Uoinagna might an- 
nex herself, as she desired, to the Kingdom of Sar- 
dinia, he hastened to Bologna, lib native city. 
He met with u poor reception there. First he was 
forbidden to open his mouth there, was not allow- 
ed to address his fellow citizens, w hom he had 
not seen for ten or twelve years. What was worse, 
if indeed there could be anything worse for a man 
of his noble and liery spirit — he w as forbidden to 
*tav tweuty-four hours in the place! To be sure, 
this was letter fare than he would have received 
in Koine, for there ho would not had the privilege, 
of departing to some other place, hut w ould have 
been compelled to take up his aUale in the Ca-tle 
of St. Angelo, under the eyejbut not under the 
roof, of his Holiness, Pius l\. 

Whither he went from Belogna we know not— 
possildv to Florence; but if so with little hope of 
staying there. Possibly the Sardinian Govern- 
ment may now consent to his taking up his abode 
at Milan or Turin. Hut we apprehend that if he 
does not go to Malta or Switzerland, he will re- 
turn to Fnglatid. 

Proper allowance must be made for the dlffaVuTt 
position of the Sardinian government at this mo- 
ment. The principle of self-preservation would 
I'M 1 it to guard against the doctrines of Maz/ini 
and the other republican leaders. Cavour, Farini, 
and Kicasoli — the leading statesmen of the new- 
Kingdom of Sardinia — believe, and no doubt con- 
scientiously, that a constitutional monarchy is the 
best form of government for the Italians, at least 
in the present times, and probably for a lout: peri- 
od. YVe must expect them to act according to 
their convictions. 

Nor must we expect too much from the new 
'•Kingdom of Northern Italy, " on the subject of I 
religious liberty; especially the phase of it that is ■ 
called religion* worship. For some time the gov- j 
eminent will have to act with prudence, so as not 
to array against it too decidedly the hostility of j 
the Kouian hierarchy, especially since the Pope's 1 
hull of excommunication, w hich is still verv pow - 
erful with the masses. It is probable tfiat for 
Mimetiine the government will not lie so favorable I 
to the opening of Protestant chapels in Tuscany | 
and the .Kmelian Province-, es|«ciallv in Romag- ' 
na, as many among us might expect. We see 
evidence of* this in what has recently taken place 
at Florence. Great prudence w ill Ire required in 
the efforts of Protestaut> to spread the Scriptures I 
and other religious publications in portions of Italy 
where until within a few months the |wople knew ; 
almost nothing of either the Protestant faith or 
religious liberty. 

Such 'a our confidence in the wisdom and pru- 
dence of the Waldeusiau Christians in the val- I 
leys of Piedmont — whom the Sardinian Govern- j 
ment knows and respects — that we desire to see 
them do all that tbrirlimrted number and restrict- 
ed means will allow, to spread the Gospel through- 
out the entire kingdom of Sardinia, greatly en- 1 
larged us it now is. We have not much confidence 
in the prudence of our Kuglish brethren. It is j 
almost impossible to get an Knglishman, be he I 
ever so devoted a Christian, to lay aside, when he ' 
goes abroad, even in circumstances which imper- 
atively demand it, that sclf-ini|Kirtance — that 
idea that because he is an rjiglishman he may 
attempt to do anywhere what he knows he can do 
in Kngland — which forms so distinctive a trait 
in the inhabitants of the Brit Mi Isles, and which 
often sadly interferes with their efforts to do good 
in countries where great prudence is required. 
I uless we are greatly mistaken, something of this 
sort has been exhibited in the attempts of our 
transatlantic cousins at Florence, aud one or two 
other places in Italy verv latelv. Why should 
they have brought the excellent Medici from their 
#pitet aliodn at Nice to the capital of Tuscany, 
the scene of their persecution, trial, imprisonment, 
to keep a Bible depot? Other people would have 
done this work just as well; and their presence is 
ccrtainlv caludatod to stir up the prejudices of 
their old enemies. And whvdocs the British and 
Foreign Bible Society send to Italy bibles printed 
in Ixindon, instead of printing them in the chief 
cities in Italy? But experience w ill teach wisdom, 
l^t us hope for the best. — X. >'. jaw, vf Com.
